The City of Buffalo Department of Law received your Freedom of Information Law 
(“FOIL”) appeal on September 23, 2019. In accordance with New York State Public Officers 
Law section 89(4)(a), this communication shall serve as a determination of your appeal. 

According to your FOIL request, you seek: “Records and materials related to the 
solicitation, acquisition, and use of face recognition technology and related software and 
services.” The Buffalo Police Department responded to your request with a letter that stated, in 
part: “Currently, BPD does not use Facial Recognition Software.” 

Please be advised that the Buffalo Police Department has confirmed that it is not in 
possession of any records responsive to your FOIL request. The Department does not keep or 
maintain any records related to facial recognition software, including bid records, vendor 
records, or training records. As such, the Department’s response to your FOIL request is hereby 
upheld. 


This determination shall be subject to review in the manner provided in Article 78 of the 
Civil Practice Law and Rules.
